W alter M cCabe, an atten d a n t 
a t the institution, had said som e 
p atients w ere locked up for en­ 
tire w eekends w ithout food and 
th at o thers w ere cheated when 
o rd erin g som e few luxuries.

the 
food was serv ed ,” said Upton 
charge. “ It now com es dow n to 
the word of one m an ag a in st a n ­ 
o th e r.” 
“ We 
have 
sw orn 
testim ony 
by som e saying these m en w ere 
given food. Then we have

o th er account,” said U pton. 
On the charge th a t patients 
w ere 
cheated 
when

Fulbright Balks 


On Foreign Aid 


WASHINGTON < AP > — Sen. 
J. W. F ulbright, D-Ark., says he 
will no longer steer the adm in­ 
istra tio n ’s 
foreign-aid 
bills 
through the Senate. The W ash­ 
ington Post reported today. 
F u lb rig h t, as ch airm an of the 
F oreign 
R elations 
C om m ittee, 
has borne the m ajor responsi­ 
bility in the Senate for legisla­ 
tion on the n ation's International 
undertakings, including m ilitary 
and econom ic aid to other coun­ 
tries. 


The A rkansas D em ocrat said 
in an interview in the Post th a t 
he is out of sym pathy w ith the 
w ay foreign-aid bills a re h an ­ 
dled. 
“ lf they w ant to pursue that 
sam e kind (of leg islatio n ', they 
ought to turn it over to .someone 
else,

If F ulbright should relinquish

est private collection of its kind 
in the world. 
The Cole-H orsley is nam ed 
for Sir Henry Cole and John 
Calcott 
Horsley. 
Sir 
Henry, 
director of the Victoria and 
A lbert Museum, commissioned 
Horsley, a noted London artist, 
to design w hat was to be later 
recognized as the first C hrist­ 
m as card. 
The card is divided into a 
trio of colored panels. The cen­ 
ter, larger than the other two, 
portrays a fam ily at Christm as 
dinner. The side panels illus­ 
trate the C hristian virtues of 
feeding the hungry and cloth­ 
ing the needy. 
Much of our knowledge of 
the 
early 
days 
of 
greeting 
cards is derived from the e f­ 
forts of an eccentric 19th cen­ 
tury Englishm an who devoted 
60 years of his life to am assing 
in his London home more than 
a half million C hristm as cards, 
Valentines, and other greetings. 
It was Prince A lbert, Vic­ 
toria’s consort, who introduced 
the C hristm as tree to England 
from his native G erm any in the 
sam e era in which the C hrist­ 
mas greeting card custom de­ 
veloped. 
The C hristm as greetings of 


the 
Victorian 
lira 
rival 
in 
beauty and elegance the best 
cards ol our own age of ad­ 
vanced 
technical skill. 
Many 
of the most famous artists on 
both sides of tile A tlantic were 
employed to design them —and 
tile symbols of Christm as, many 
still popular to the present day 
—the 
robin, 
holly, 
mistletoe, 
Santa, and carolers, first be­ 
came 
popular 
on cards that 
appeared tow ard the close of 
the century. 
The first Am erican C hrist­ 
mas cards were published in 
Boston by a man named Louis 
Prang. They cost a [>enny and 
w ere m odest rn size and design 
by m odem standards. 
Prang, who would later be 
know n as “the father of the 
Am erican C hristm as card,” was 
a Germ an refugee who had es­ 
tablished a successful business 
in Boston selling visiting cards, 
business 
advertisem ents 
and 
announcem ents both here and 
in England. 
In England, the name of K ate 
G reenaw ay, 
whose 
paintings 
of 
children 
became 
w orld- 
fam ed, was closely associated 
w ith C hristm as cards, as w ere 
those

Dudley,

well 
known artists of the era. 
In 
Am erica, Prang commissioned 
work from such artists as Elihu 
Vedder, Douglas Volk and J. 
Alden Weir, all long forgotten 
but first-rate artists. The C u r­ 
rier and Ives illustrations, so 
popular 
today

C hristm as 
cards, w ere not reproduced on 
cards until the 20th century, 
how ever.

mas cards slipped from favor 
for a decade at the turn of the 
century.

Will Have New 
Look Next Year

LANSING 
AP1 — There will 
be a new look at the State 
Capitol next year. 
More than half of the mem­ 
bership of the Senate and House 
is changing and new officers 
also are moving into a number 
of other top state jobs. 
But, meanwhile, a face-lifting 
new look at the Lansing Capitol 
is surprising even old-timers. 
Items: 
—A cleaning of the grimy old 
Capitol building, the first since 
Construction was started in 1872. 
• —A 
modernization 
of 
the 
House and Senate chambers, 
hopefully expected to be spic 
and span and ready for business 
at the start of the 1965 legisla­ 
tive session. 
—The start of an ambitious 
new complex of state office 
buildings. 
Sandblast Too Rough 
Even those who spend most of | 
their working hours there didn’t 
realize how dirty the Capitol f 
was until a cleaning and wash­ 
ing job was started. 
The dome is a shiny white— 
diis could be painted because 
die dome structure is mostly 


made of sheet metal and cast 
iron. 
But the Ohio sandstone of the 
main building, which seems to 
soak in and absorb dirt. couldn’t 
' be painted. 


j 
“Part of the front was sand­ 
blasted and they nearly ruined 
it,” said Gus Langius, director 
of the State Building Division. 
Researchers from 
Michigan 
State University cooperated in 
trying to find the best method 
of cleaning the Capitol face. 
The 
best 
method, 
it 
was 
agreed, was to spray first with 
a non - organic chemical and 
then wash it off with water and 
steam under pressure. 
Langius described the chemi­ 
cal as similar to the detergent 
that a housewife uses to wash 
her dishes. 
Cold Delays Job 
This process turns the original 
grey color of the sandstone into 
a warm yellow tone. 
It was hoped that the entire 
front of the building could be 
cleaned in time for the inaugu­ 
ration on Jan. I of Gov. George 
Romney and other state offi­ 
cials. 
But winter weather caught up 
with the cleaners just as they 


were approaching the south side 
of the front of the building. The 
water and steam couldn’t be 
used in below freezing tempera­ 
tures because it would freeze 
into the stone and injure it. 
The House and Senate cham­ 
bers right now look like a mess. 
Both are being modernized but 
it is promised they will be ready 
when the legislature convenes. 
The old wooden floor of the 
House was torn out and con­ 
crete was poured. 
A new wiring system is being 
installed that is promised as 
both safe and versatile. 
For the sake of safety, the 
elaborate glass panels on the 
ceiling of the House are being 
taken out and plastic panels will 
be substituted. 
New Floor In Senate 
One of the 126 plate glass 
panels cracked and a sliver of 
glass came down—while, fortu­ 
nately, no one was there—and 
penetrated like a dagger into a 
desk. 
House 
members 
long 
have 
complained about poor lighting 
in the chamber so IOO watt bulbs 
are replacing the previous 60- 
watters in the chandeliers and 
stronger lights will be placed 
above the new plastic panels. 
The desks in both the House 
and Senate are being refinished 
at the woodworking shop of. the 
Ionia State Prison. 
A new wooden floor is being 
laid in the Senate. Both houses 
will get new wall-to-wall carpet 
ing’to replace the tattered rugs 
scuffed by the feet of so many 
legislators. 
The new carpeting is being 
specially woven and will feature 
the state seal plus an outline 
map of the state. 
Underground Parking 
Legislators, looking out their 
windows to a four - block area 
directly west and behind the 
Capitol, will see a huge hole in 
the ground with the start of con­ 
struction on four new state proj­ 
ects. 
Gov. Romney, when he dug in 
a spade for the first shovelful of 
dirt, warned that people must 
be patient and it will take a 
long time before the dream of 
a complete Capitol complex is 
realized. 
The footings, foundations and 
sub - structures also are being 
built for a four-story Highway 
Department building, a four- 
stary 
building 
to house 
the 
treasurer, secretary of state and 
revenue departments and a sev- 
en-story building to house other 
departments of state govern­ 
ment.

Shooting In Britain 
Is For Upper Crust

ll is from the British Isles 
that the rest of the world gets 
most of its ideas of sport, in­ 
cluding the codes that distin­ 
guish quality hunting — beg 
pardon, 
shooting 
— 
quality 
fishing and the mere harvest­ 
ing of meat. 
Probably 
nothing 
expresses I 
the British viewpoint on these 
matters quite as thoroughly as 
a weekly, published in London 
since 
1882, 
“Shooting 
Times 
and Country Magazine,” offi­ 
cial organ of the Wildfowler’s 
association of Great Britain and 
Ireland and the Clay Pigeon 
Shooting Association. 
“Hunting,” by the 
way, is 
occasionally given space in this 
publication. “ Hunting” 
means 
the pursuit of quarry by hounds 
followed by spectators, usually 
mounted. 
I go through a copy of Shoot- 
Times page by page, then para­ 
graph by paragraph and finally 
line by line, including the ads, 
and am fascinated by what I 
discover. For example, among 
duck shooters on our eastern 
seaboard “dusking” is a grave 
nodal offense, in addition to be­ 
ing a violation of federal law; 
to shoot wildfowl after the sun­ 
set closing time.

far as I can gather, shoots as 
late into the night as there is 
anything to shoot at. He doesn’t 
make big kills. He is satisfied 
with a duck or two, makes no

fowling only by daylight, he’d 
have few if any chances. 
Some years ago a famous au- I 
thority on wildfowl made the i 
I statement that it was impossi- i 
hie for a gunner on our Atlantic 
Coast to average a black duck 
a day if he stayed within the 
law.

I’ve been told by men who 
have shot in Britain that, on 
the average, the British sports- , 
man Is a lot handier with a 
scatter gun than the average 
American. If he shoots driven 
grouse or pheasant he should 
be. He does more shooting on a 
brisk morning than an Ameri-

can is likely to get in years, 
unless the American can order 
birds ad lib at a club or public 
preserve. 
I haven’t even dipped into 
the

Times. Such 
as a line 
in a j 
story on 
fishing in 
Ireland: : 
“John Garvin is officially cred- ! 
ited with taking the greatest 
pike — weight 52 pounds — i 
angled from the waters of these 
islands.” Photographs indicate 
that this is the same species as ; 
our northerns. 
O n e 
impression 
Shooting 
Times clearly conveys — Bri­ 
tons are more leisurely in their 
hunting and fishing, more con­ 
cerned not only with tradition, 
but also with the background 
and surroundings of their sport. 
They savor 
landscapes, 
w ea­ 
ther. 
They are Intensely interested 
in 
natural 
history. 
On 
the 
whole I would say that a coun­ 
try gentleman in Britain has 
more enjoyment from his out­ 
ings with 
rod and 
gun than 
does a 
typical 
American. 
I 
wonder,

general public, factory workers, 
farm hands — how many of 
them get much 
shooting and 
fishing?

Logging 
operations are expected to be 
about the same this year.

comes up in the spring from the 
remaining roots 
and 
provides 
another supply of food. 
Deer quickly learn that the 
noise 
of this 
activity 
in the 
woods represents the promise of 
life 
through 
readily 
available 
food rather than death from a 
hunter. 
Deer will move into the area 
as soon as work stops to feed on 
cuttings. L ater on, when starva­ 
tion might threaten some, they 
can be seen feeding while the 
crews are still cutting. 
Some artifical feeding of deer 
has been tried in the past, but

There are ghosts in Michigan’s 
Upper Peninsula. 
Sad ghosts that stand as pa­ 
thetic reminders of a time when 
copper was king and fortunes 
were torn from the earth and 
the thick forests blanketing it. 
The ghosts 
have names — 
Central, 
Fayette, 
Pequaming, 
Victoria, 
Mandan, 
Wyoming, 
Lac La Belle, Bete Grise and 
Delaware. 
The names are those of ghost 
towns. 
Towns 
w h i c h 
once 
echoed with the voices of hard-

working, hard-living 
men 
but 
which now are quiet and empty 
of life—or almost so. 
Dead Pequaming 
Most of these ghost towns are 
in or near the Keweenaw Penin­ 
sula. 
Copper still is produced in 
the Upper Peninsula, but it ac­ 
counts for only a small portion 
of the nation’s total production. 
As the copper mines closed, 
so did the villages which had 
grown up near them. The lonely 
Baraga County village of Pe­ 
quaming huddles quietly on the 
shore of Keweenaw Bay. 
It stands on what geologists 
call a “tombolo” , an island con­ 
nected to the mainland by de­ 
posited sediment and is regard­ 
ed as the best example of such 
a formation in Michigan. 
Pequaming was a village that 
depended on wood for its sur­ 
vival. In the 1880s and 1890s 
much of the area’s timber was 
cut and Pequaming and nearby 
Baraga 
were 
the 
centers of 
lumbering. 
Nahma and Fayette 
Pequaming was given fresh 
impetus when the 
late Henry 
Ford made it has summer home 
and located a sawmill there in 
the 1920s. The sawmill was one 
of several owned by Ford Motor 
Co. 
in 
the 
Upper Peninsula. 
They were used to cut the hard­ 
wood timber needed in the con­ 
struction of the automobiles of 
the time. 
When, in the 1930s, wood n o 1 
longer was needed in any great 
amounts for auto construction, 
Ford halted operations 
at Pe­ 
quaming. There were 64 houses 
in the village when Ford aban­ 
doned operations there. Many of 
the houses still stand, but the I 
windows are boarded and the J 
doors are nailed shut. Only four 
families live in Pequaming now. 
The 
fate 
of 
Nahma 
and 
Fayette was sim ilar to that of 
Pequaming. 


Both of these ghost towns are’ 
located on Delta County’s Gar­ 
den Peninsula, a beautiful tend­ 
ril of land that pushes out from 
the bottom of the Upper Penin­ 
sula so that it has Big Bay de 
Nog on the west and Lake Mich­ 
igan on the south and east. 
Most Homes Empty 
Nuhma was a lumbering cen­ 
ter for more than IOO years. 
In its peak years 
some 300 
persons lived in the little vil­ 
lage. Most of them were em­ 
ployed by the Bay de Nog Lum­ 
ber Co., which operated a large 
sawmill. The mall depended on 
the surrounding forest for tim­ 
ber and when the timber supply 
was used up the mill was closed 
in 1951. 
That same year 
the lumber 
company, which owned most of 
the buildings in Nahma, sold the 
entire town to the American 
Playground Device Co. 
American 
Playground 
now 
builds some of the wooden parts 
it needs for playground devices 
at Nahma but there is not much 
work and most of the village is 
studded 
with 
empty 
houses. 
Town That Died 
Fayette 
was 
born 
during 
Michigan’s iron boom days in 
tilt' late 1800s. 
It 
was 
built on 
a 
gently- 
rounded point that 
pushes out 
into the smooth waters of the 
bay and is overshadowed by tall 
limestone bluffs. Once 
it was 
surrounded by thick, hardwood 
forests, but they are gone now 
And when the forests vanished 
so did Fayette’s people. 
During the few years that it 
flourished, 
between 
1867 
and 
1895, Fayette had a population 
that numbered between 500 and 
1,000. And 
the 
little 
village’s 
smelting furnace production of 
iron was the second highest in 
the Upper Peninsula. 
It was an ideal place to smelt I 
iron. The ewe boats were able to 
dock in the deep natural harbor j 
on which the village faced and 
close at hand lay the limestone 
needed for the smelting process ■ 
as well as the thousands of

Reborn As Park 
But as more and more iron 
was produced, the further and 
further manufacturers had to 
range to secure hardwood need 
ed for fuel. It was not long be 
fore the forests in the immedi­ 
ate area 
were 
depleted 
and 
costs became too high to con­ 
tinue bringing in fuel-wood from 
outlying areas. 
Fayette 
was 
abandoned 
to 
time and the weather. 
A few of tile ruins of tile orig 
mal 
buildings 
still 
stand 
as 
gaunt reminders of what once 
was. 
But the other buildings that 
make up this 
empty 
village 
have been preserved and the vil­ 
lage now is part of a state park. 
Among these structures are two 
smelting furnaces and casting 
houses, 
nine 
beehive - shaped 
charcoal kilns and a lime kiln, 
a large hotel and a general 
store. 
There also is an opera house. 
It echoes no longer with the 
arias of touring singers — bul 
only with the footsteps of curious 
tourists visiting the museum it 
now houses.

Our holiday season with its 
joyous feeling mixed with re­

observance

And it was 
St. Cyril, bishop of Jerusalem, 
who strived to set up a uni­ 
versal day of observance from 
its regular spring 
celebration. 
The good bishop 
was granted 
permission by Pope Julius I to 
appoint leading theologians of 
the time to determine, as accu­ 
rately as they could, the date 
of Christ’s nativity. 
Having discovered many dis- 
crepancies and contradictions in 
astrological 
and 
astronomical 
calendars for the accurate cele­ 
bration of Christ’s Mass, the 
Church set the 25th of Decem­ 
ber for this joyous holiday. 
So, since the year of 352 A. D. 
to this present day, the Savi­ 
our’s birth has been observed. 
But, to this day, in some for-

The Scandinavian feast of 
Winter Solstice was observed 
by the kindling of huge bon­ 
fires to the god Thor. In Eng­ 
land the Yule Log was burned 
amidst great noise and song. 
The large castle estates had 
minstrels to sing to the log, 
but where no minstrels were 
available, it was customary for 
the family members to salute 
the log themselves.

In this lat­ 
ter meaning, it becomes an em ­ 
blem of Satan. 
Red, in its good sense, some­ 
time* appears in pictures of St. I 
Celia, as part of a garland of 
red and white roses. Here, the 
red in the roses signifies the 
higher spiritual love expressed 
In classical music. 
Emerald green is often the 
symbol of hope a n d growth, 
and this is the meaning gener­ 
ally attributed to it in many 
Christmas paintings.

Not Irreverent 


Expeditions in recent years 
have thrown 
great 
light 
on 
early Christian customs as well 
as the Old Testament. 
For example, studies of the 
walls of the catacombs used in 
the early period of Christian­ 
ity show us that "X” was th# 
Greek symbol used to repre­ 
sent the name "Christ.” This 
accounts for the custom cl ab­ 
breviating 
"Christmas”

“Xmas” which is still common 
today. Considered by many to 
be irreverent, in the light of 
history, it is not. 
Half a mile from the Dead 
Sea, in a place called Qumran 
are ll caves known 
as 
the 
Caves of the Dead Sea Scrools. 
Here, according to recent arch­ 
aeological 
findings, 
a 
sect 
known as the Essenes copied

The scrolls include a com­ 
plete text of Isaiah, 1,000 years 
older than any Hebrew version 
used in our Bible,

corroborate th# Bible in detail. 
No doubt as archaeological ex­ 
pedition# continue to unearth 
discoveriea of 
older 
civiliza­ 
tions, they will 
throw 
more 
light on Christian cuatoma. 


What would Christmas be 
like without a tree? 
And, almost as bad, what 
would Christmas be like with 
the wrong tree? 
To make sure your tree adds 
as much as possible to the holi­ 
day spirit, here 
are a few 
guidelines. 
Measure the size of the space 
you’ll put the tree in. The 
American 
Christmas 
Tree 
Council suggests knowing ex­ 
actly how high and how wide 
the area is. Don’t use guess­ 
work. It’s hand to judge size 
when faced with hundreds of 
trees. 
Decide what type of tree you 
want. 
As a good, all-around 
purchase try blue spruce, white 
spruce or Scotch pine. 
Study the tree itself. Look * 
for fir that tapers nicely from 
a single tip. Check the color 
of the needles. Brown, dried

patches 
indicate 
needles 


have dropped off. Check to see 
if the tree is fresh by rubbing 
your finger across the bottom 
of the stump to test for sappy 
moisture. 
Erect 
your 
tree 
properly. 
Place it in a pail of cold water, 
sweetened with a cup of syrup, 
sugar or molasses. You can also 
place the tree in a box of wet 
sand to prevent it from drying 
i out.

White House 
Guide To Many 
Yule Traditions 


Many of the cherished tra ­ 
ditions which m ake Christm as 
m errier in 
the United States 
had their start in the 
White 
House. 
G e o r g e Washington, first 
President of the Untied States, 
surrounded himself with family 
and grandchildren at cheerful 
Christm as parties, and set the 
them e of a “ m erry C hristm as” 
for his country. Washington al­ 
so furthered the use of Ameri­ 
can holly as a decoration by 
growing the glossy-leaved tree 
on his estate at Mount Vernon. 
Andrew Jackson was fond of 
giving large, colorful parties for 
young 
and odd tm 
Christmas 
j Day. Frozen ices, a novelty at 
that time, were 
served, 
and 
there was a sm all, frosted pine 
b ee, surrounded by toys. 
Franklin Pierce introduced the 
I modern Christm as tree to the 
White House in 1856. 
Benjamin Harrison, in 1889, 
told reporters he planned an 
“old fashioned C hristm as” in­ 
cluding a Christm as tree, for his 
j fam ily, and urged others to join 
him in observing the custom. 
Conservation-minded Theodore 
Roosevelt once refused to allow 
a Christm as tree in the White 
House 
His son, Archie, sm ug­ 
gled one in, however, and the 
President finally relented. 
F irst lighting of the National 
Community Christm as Tree at 
the White House was observed 
in 1923, when Calvin Coolidge 
was President.

In Old Custom 
At Christmas 


Many traditional candle cus­ 
toms brighten today’s Christ­ 
mas celebrations. 
From 
Ireland 
comes 
the 
custom of putting a lighted 
candle 
In 
the 
window 
on 
Christmas Eve to light the 
Holy Family’s way. The cand­ 
les denote a house where the 
Holy Family would have been 
welcomed, not turned away as 
they were at the inns in Beth­ 
lehem. 
In Germany, too, candles are 
placed in windows to provide a 
glowing welcome for the Vir­ 
gin Mary and a host of angels 
who the Germans believe pass 
over 
the 
countryside 
each 
Christmas. 
- In many countries, such as 
Germany, 
beautifully 
decor­ 
ated candles are an important 
part of Christmas celebrations. 
Enhanced with religious and j 
other figures, they add an ar­ 
tistic and reverent touch to 
holiday festivities. 
Similarly, many still cele­ 
brate the medieval custom of 
lighting 
a 
giant 
Christmas 
candle that burns brightly un­ 
til Twelfth Night. 


Some people enjoy a White 
Christmas, while some people 
go swimming or picnicking on 
December 25. Some people say 
it’s traditional to serve turkey 
at 
the 
holiday 
feast, 
while 
some people favor a Christmas 
goose, and still others contend 
that carp or fried eel is the 
very thing for a tasty Yuletide 
dish. 
Around the world, Christmas 
customs vary, but on one point 
nearly all are agreed. It’s a 
season to celebrate. 
In 
the United 
States and 
Canada, the “melting pot” ori­ 
gins of the population result in 
a medley of Christmas tradi­ 
tions from all over. Americans 
and Canadians from Central 
Europe still prepare their tra­ 
ditional 
Yuletide 
foods with 
carp, while those from Italy 
might hanker for some Christ­ 
mas capitoni, made with fried 
eels. 
Young people of Greece fore­ 
tell their romantic future at 
Christmas 
by 
tossing 
olive 
leaves on the burning Yule log. 
Tradition decrees that if the 
leaves, symbolizing the girl and 
man, curl toward each other, 
the lovers can 
expect their 
happiness to be long-lived. 
If the leaves burn apart, their 


romance may be fraught with 
difficulties. 
The 
best 
result, 
however, is if the leaves burn 
to a crisp. This means their love 
is deep and all-enduring. 
December 25 is not a nation­ 
al holiday in Japan, but you’d 
never know it from the colorful 
store decorations and the happy 
squeals of youngsters gifted by 
“Santa Claus San.” 
Department stores may have 
as many as IOO Santas. 
The celebration of a West 
German Christmas is filled with 
tradition, foremost of which is 
the Christmas tree, dating back 
400 years. Until recently, trees 
were trimmed with candies, and 
although artificial lighting for 
tree ornaments has been intro­ 
duced, the candles are still pre­ 
ferred by many. 


“Good King Wenceslas looked 
cut on the feast of Stephen.” 
This familiar carol commem­ 
orates two famous men. One 
is King Wenceslas. who ruled 
in Bohemia in the 10th century 
A. D. He was noted for bis 
generosity to the 
poor, and 
practiced 
this 
generosity 
on 
Christmas and on St. Stephen’s 
Day, December 26. 
St. Stephen was 
the 
first 
Christian martyr, noted in leg­ 
end as a follower of Christ 
who, at the time of the Nativ­ 
ity, had been im the service of 
King Herod. When he was per­ 
mitted to see the Star, he left 
Herod to serve the Child. 
Today the “feast of Stephen” 
is remembered primarily be­ 
cause of the carol, ‘‘Good King 
Wenceslas.” His day is n o w 
more commonly observed, es­ 
pecially in England and Can­ 
ada, as Boxing Day, when pres­ 
ents are given to servants and 
others who have rendered serv­ 
ices throughout the year.

Polish Families 
Cling To Custom 
Of Vigil Dinner 


By MRS. I. R. NELSON 
BARK RIVER — Traditions 
brought from the old world 
by 
parents 
or 
grandparents 
are still being carried on by 
many 
Polish families in the 
area. All have 
similar 
cus­ 
toms, with variations depend­ 
ing on the section of Poland 
from which they have come. 
All the first generation and 
many second generation fami­ 
lies serve a Vigil dinner 
on 
Christmas Eve with the time 
of serving varying from the 
appearance of the first star to 
any time convenient 
for 
all 
members of the families to be 
present. Most Christmas Eve 
dinners are family reunions. 
The Joseph Madalinski tang­ 
ly have 12 varieties of food ;rt 
this dinner which is served 
with the appearance of

first star. The 12 foods sym­ 
bolize the

Apostles. The 
Louis Wangles serve 13 vari­ 
eties of food at 6 or 6:30, the 
13th food symbolizes the Sav­ 
ior.

WASHINGTON - The Christ­ 
mas spirit has radiated from the 
White House through 165 years 
of war and peace, joy and trag­ 
edy, prosperity and depression. 
The first Christmas in the 
White House was bleak, the Na­ 
tional Geographic Society says. 
In the fall of 1800, John and Abi­ 
gail Adams moved into the in­ 
complete mansion. Though ap­ 
palled by the vast, chilly rooms, 
Mrs. Adams was determined to 
hold a reception for Congress. 
Twenty cords of wood were 
burned in 13 fireplaces in a fu­ 
tile effort to dry out the damp 
walls, and the shivering guests 
stayed only briefly. The party, 
Mrs. 
Adams 
wrote, 
“was 
a 
frost.” 
Jefferson Fiddled 
Five years later, the walls 
were dry, and a White House 
Christmas party was so gay that 
Thomas Jefferson was moved to 
play lively tunes on his violin. 
Dolley 
Madison, 
who 
had 
served as hostess for Jefferson, 
presided at a big holiday gather­ 
ing in 1811 for his successor, her 
husband Jam es Madison. The 
vivacious 
Dolley 
“completely 
dominated the scene.” accord­ 
ing to a contemporary account. 
Her rouge was “preceptible in 
a very bright light,” a shocked 
observer reported. 
A huge m irror, made in France 
especially for the occasion, cov­ 
ered the dining table, which was 
piled high with turkeys, chick­ 
ens, roasted wild game, vege­ 
tables, fruits, and several kinds 
of pudding. Each guest was at­ 
tended by a personal waiter.

Open Holidays 
Early At Rock 


ROCK — Though there have 
been 
m any 
changes 
in 
the 
C hristm as tree and bough busi­ 
ness, the people of Rock si ill 
find it a good source of in ­ 
come for the local families. 


When 
C hristm as 
tree sales 
began some 30 years ago, a 
buyer bought a tree for about 
IO 
cents 
and 
cut 
it 
him self 
from the farm er’s woods. L ater 
'th e farm er reasoned he’d cut 
the 
tree 
him self 
and 
get 
a 
higher price m aybe up to $1.25 
for an average tree. 


Roughs began to have a m a r­ 
ket for decorations and grave 
coverings about 20 years ago. 
Farm 
wom en 
and youngsters 
bundled them. Usually it was 
boughs 
left 
after 
C hristm as 
j trees or pulp was cut. These 
were sold for about $18 a ton. 
Trees and boughs w ere piled 
high 
in 
all 
farm ers’ 
yards. 
Buyers w ere picking them up 
until practically before C h rist­ 
mas. M any tim es they w ere u n ­ 
used to be burned later. 


A lw ays A Gam ble 


The tree business was alw ays 
a gamble, but now it is m ore 
so than ever. The plantation 
trees have cut into the m arket. 
These 
contain 
m any 
Scotch 
pine. The flocked and alu m i­ 
num tree has declined in po p u ­ 
larity, how ever the very real 
looking plastic tree has becom e 
popular. The laws prohibiting 
schools, business places, etc., to 
use live trees has also h u rt the 
m arket. H owever, folks still b e ­ 
lieve the frag ran t balsam will 
never become a thing of the 
past. 


All 
these 
conditions 
have 
m ade the people m ore cautious. 
One does not see piles of trees 
or boughs in the yards anym ore. 
Folks do not cut them unless 
they have an order and dow n 
paym ent. 


Men who used to go retail 
trees in points south included 
W alter Manntie, H enry Jokela, 
John Peltonen, Bill L und, D on­ 


a l d Aalto, Vilho K aukola, W al- 
no Bakka, Rill and H erb W rst- 
lund and others. Now only th# 
W cstlunds have a lot in C h i­ 
cago, with A lbert W eldum an d 
Emil Lusardi 
w orking on 
it. 


I T hey left Dec. 4 and will be 
back shortly before Christm as. 
Manntie hauls some trees to 
wholesale 
to Chicago. 
Jokcla 
, and Floyd O sterburg wholesale 
trees. O ther folks cut sm aller 
am ounts and get o rders from 
buyers. H ow ever the b u y er w ho 
does not put m oney dow n on 
an order, has a hard tim e g et­ 
ting trees or boughs. 


M ethod! Change 
Women from the village of 
Rock go out early in the fall in 
I addition to farm folks to cu t 
boughs. These are m ostly b al- 
I sam , few pine, cedar or spruce 
I is 
cut. 
Sm aller 
boughs 
w ith 
higher prices are now popular. 
M artin K am inen does m ost of 
the bough hauling and some of 
the trees. He m entioned Rock is 
in the banana belt. He ran in ­ 
to an unusual am o u n t of snow 
in Chicago on Dec. 4-5. 
O sterburg and Jo k ela have 
i begun 
trim m in g 
th eir 
pative 
balsam in recent years to im ­ 
prove their quality. P lan tatio n s 
of Scotch pine are grow n by 
the W estlunds, K am inens. Iv ar 
M attila and O sterburg. 
T h ere also has been a change 
in the tying of trees. Som e b u y ­ 
ers d on’t even bother tying. T he 
W estlunds now use a m achine 
which resem bles a cem en t m ix - 
; er with a hole on both ends. 
T he 
tree 
is 
slid 
through 
to 
sm ooth it. It can be tied m uch 
m ore easily w ith o u t breaking 
branches. 
Jo h n Reuther used to come to 
Rock 
from 
Chicago 
to 
buy 
m any trees, som e very large 
ones. This was a sign of C h rist­ 
mas for about 20 years, w hen 
“B rush 
Jo h n ” 
arrived. 
H o w ­ 
ever, this year he did not come. 
He placed a sm all o rd er to be 
hauled to Chicago for him. 
Even though it really is early 
in th e season com pared to years 
past, things just seem to move 
faster like ev ery th in g else these 
day. People are sh o pping e a r­ 
lier, 
and 
all 
th e 
trees 
and 
boughs are gone from the area, 
cutting the season shor ter. Be it 
different than it used to be, it 
still is a hectic tim e with boughs 
and trees, starting C hristm as in 
October.

O dder still, the recipe col­ 
lection was com piled and ed it­ 
ed by a U niversity of Mich­ 
igan dentist. 


It all began after World W ar 
II, 
w hen, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Ralph 
S om m er 
of 
the 
U -M 
School of Dentistry, several of 
the 
island-folk 
organized 
a 
bake sale to raise funds for a 
m edical center. Seven heaping 
b an q u et tables netted a profit 
of $126 — and thus the m edi­ 
cal building got its start. 


Subsequently, 
b a k e 
sales 
gave w ay to eom m nuity s u p ­ 
pers, and eventually a w hite 
frame, fully-equipped medical 
clinic w as erected to house a 
y ear-ro u n d physician, a p a r t­ 
tim e 
dentist, 
their 
assistants, 
and a public h ealth nurse. 
The idea to m aintain the cen­ 
te r 
through 
funds 
from 
an 
“ Historical 
M ackinac 
Island 
Cook 
Book” cam e from Miss 
Stella King, t h e co m m u n ity ’s 
public health nurse. 
Dr. Som m er, w ho practices 
d en tistry 
in 
the 
clinic 
from 
Ju n e to S ep tem b er ejch year,! 
and his wife, w ho assists in the 
office, w ere largely responsible 


for 
assembling 
the 
226-page 


recipe collection.

On Christm as Eve the fam i­ 
ly gathers around its

There m ay be a 
visit from Tom te (or T ointar) 
w ho are

or 
brownies. One, an 
old 
m an, 
has a long w hite beard, w ears 
a red cowl, and rings a bell;

ries a basket of gifts. 
A fter games and songs th ere 
is a grand supper about 9 or 
IO o’clock. The chief dish 
is 
lutfisk, dried fish that has been 
buried in ashes or soaked in 
lye w ater for days. 
Dessert is rice porridge hold­ 
ing an alm ond or plum , and 
the one who gets it

lucky for the next 
year.

C hristm as Day country oeople 
go to church w hile it is still 
dark and then rush hom e— for 
the first to arrive is said to he 
sure to reap his grain first in 
the n ex t su m m er’s harvest.
